Little Celt, the black son of Celt, added $4,010 to the coffers of Sandy

SicN-iuj.tton yesterday, when, in chalking up its second consecutive vic¬
tory, this unusually good colt simply tin-canned to victory in the Ardsley
Handicap, a dash of about six furlongs for two-year-olds. J. E. RÍadden's
Best Lowe, which closed.split favorite with the winner at 2 to 1, was

s-econd, and William Tell, owned by R. L. Gerry, was third.
It was really mo;: of a procession^

than a race.this advertised feature.
Little Ccilt, with Taplin up, rushed into
the lead at the start and disolayed a

brilliant dash of speed. At the half-
mite post; Best Love was second, two

lengths back, with William T«U a dis¬
tant third- The Rancocas Stable's
.-Iftdffin, -vt-hich became an added starter
when Tall Timber was scratched, was
running l'est, behind Blanc Seing, the
only ot"jer starter.

Taplin gaves Little Celt its head
rounding ¿he last turn and moved out
to a lead* of five lengths over Best
Love. In tibe straight run to the wire
Little Celt was eased up, but Best
Love was f treed to do its utmost to
hold off* the final rush of William
Tell. This otJ* had no early foot or
it would have .figured closer up at the
end.
While the Aiiisley Handicap was the

big money race of the afternoon, the
actual feature *Vo* the closing event,
jabeled the Butterfly Purse, a dash of
flve furlongs for' two-year-old maiden
fillies.
A field of twelve* «went to the barrier,

and not in several ¡days has a race de¬
veloped more speculation. Beatitude,
a black Hourlcss fiHj', and Mirabelle, a
chestnut filly and null sinter of Man
o* War, co-upled as tfce Belmont entry.
opened favorite at Vß to 5, but before
long a carload of money showed for
the Rancocas Stablefe Mazeppa, which
was hammered down1 to 6 to 5. When
they got through playing; this one some
one cracked the Baw of England and
..ent in the works cm Ben Block's Mor-
inaw, which was placed down to 9 to 2.
Thc-e was a rdspeetsble play on James
Butler's Stella Maritfi and also consid¬
érai-lé money for Parèiche and Quarrel,
the Whitney entry.
That was the market as they took

their places. The srtart required exactly
five minutes. Pamnche was in a nas*y
mood and after cutting a few fancy
capers, managed to throw Jockey
Thoniati, who, fortunately landed on
his feet. Finally, they were off, with
Mormaw in front, Panache secopd and
Mazeppa tbird.
The çxoaitàonfi of the first three were

unchanged passing the first eighth,
but shor.ly afterward Panache slowed
down ant? Mazeppa shot, into second
place. At the quarter post Mormaw
was still oi*.t in front, although tiring
badly, and ©iazeppB was only a half
length behinti, with Stella Maris a
close third. Beatitude had gotten
into n jam an**d lost five lengths, but
McAtee manage*! to keep in the race.
When they m%de the last turn Stella

Maris showed ,n front immediately
following a jai*o, in which several
were b:mped out-of stride. The But¬
ler filly, which closed at 7 to 1, main¬
tained the lead urtfcil they shot under
the wire Out of <rhe mass of flying
horseflesh came Bsafcitude with the
rush of an express train, and the
Belmont filly just nipgped Mazeppa by
a head for second place.
The red "official" sjgn was delayed.The judges called in ¿he jockeys.all

of them. Bell was actused of swerv¬
ing with Stella Maris. He admitted
that his mount had swerved and
bumped both Mazeppa tend Beatitude
in that jam on the last turn, but stated
?hat the filly had got beyond his
control. The judges them disqualified
the winner, making the finish: Beati¬
tude, first; Mazeppa, second, and PayDay, third, which was fair enough.The bookies smiled. Jim Butler
smiled. Harry Sinclair smiled and
Ben Block smiled. Everybody ap¬peared to bo happy, but the oni> ones
who had reason to be were the book¬
ies. They got nearly a hundred thou-

sand dollars because of the Sinclair-
Block feud.
The opening event wan something

more than a mild shock to the form
players, for Mawrcoron, at 15 to 1,
beat Leghorn, the favorite, by a head.

¡ Sunnyland was third. The winner led
from the start and was never in seri-'
ous danger.

J. E. Madden's Heremon was installed
a 1 to 3 favorite in the next race, and
this chestnut colt won in a common
gallop from Stoae Jug, with Jacqueline
Julian a close third. The latter opened
at a sky-line price, but a heavy place
and show play brought these figures
down to 2 to 1 .and 3 to 5. This tip
was running strong at the finish, but
appeared to be shy of early foot.

This was a bat? race for Marshall
Cassidy, son of Mfcirs Cassidy, the of¬
ficial starter. Marshall, armed with
his bull whip, was attempting to soothe
an unruly beast, when Turbulent, from
the Whitney Stnble,. sent a left hoof to
the head. The aawstant starter was
knocked unconscious, but after first-
aid treatment was aSble to watch Tur¬
bulent run out of tha money.
Jockey Earl Sanda brought to an

end the spell of defeitt that had been
trailing« him when "he piloted Bud
Fisher's Muskallonge to a close vie-
tory over Wynnewood in the Hillsdale
Selling Handicap. He had lost five
races in a row. Arrow of Gold, the
split favorite with Muskallonge, was

beaten for show money by St. Allan,
Sande rode a clever race on the winner.
Be saved ground on the rail all the way
and barely had enough in his mount to
hold off the final challenge.

Carefree, J. A. Harper's foqr-yoar-old
gelding, beat a big field of platers in
the fifth race. Poly Wale, for some

unaccountable reason, was made the
favorite, but was completely out¬
classed, finishing eigtith. Star Court
and Juno, two 15 to 1 shots, accounted
for the other brackets.
